United Ktat.t Ballon.

WUnivoTos, March 20. The American
float at Hlo, the largest assembled In a
foreign port since the war, will ben thins
of the pait In n day or two and the ships
will bo scattered north and south. The
San Francisco has already left for Blue--
field with AdmirRl Benham aboard, She
will stop nt Ht, Lucia, near Dnrbadoes, for
coal, Yesterday the Detroit sailed lor
Hampton Hoads. It was the Intention of
the navy department to keep the remain-
ing voiieli at Itio for a week or two
longer, until It was certain that no further
trouble was to be apprehended. Put this
program was abandoned upon the receipt
of a cablegram from Captain Philip, of
the New York, the commanding ofucer of
the fleet, nfter Admiral Uenham's depart-
ure. The telegram read:

'Hlo Harbor is clear of foreign mon-of- -

Tha Charles-
ton was dlreotcd to go south to Montevi-
deo, where she will probably get orders to
proceed to the Pacific station. The New-

ark, now at Montevideo, will remain
there ni the flnirshlp of the station, sup
ported by the Yantlo.
